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MINTING.

The following article from the New York Tribune
is worthy of careful perusal by those who take any
Interost tn the mining of the precious metals or in
the minting establishments of the country. Those
who are most familiar with the subject are free to
oondess their inability to perceive any neoesaity for
8 change in the laws relating to the "Mints, Assay
OfMoes, and Colnage of the United States,”

We have refrained from commenting upon the
bill having this object In view, and which s now
before the Plnance Commlittea of the Senate, for
various reasons, principal among which is the con-
viction that thare 1s no proballlity of its passage, It
1a to be hoped that the San Franclsoo refining
monopoly referred to hy the Tribune Is the only job
covered by the provisions of the bill,

Senators and Representatives should examine
‘Olosely and act with great deliberation upon so ime
portant and delieate a subject  We may have occn-
slon to refer to it again, should any serious affort be
made towards making it a law of the land.

In the Legialative Appropristion bill, on the 18th
instant, the proposition to allow the reflining of
bulllon by private persons, debated so flercely by
the Pacific coast Senators, was defeated by a large
majority. In 1868 Congress passed the following
law:—'"*"That the Mint of the United States, and
branches, shall continue to refine gold and silver
bullion, and ro contract to exchange erude orun-
parted bullion for refined bars shall be made until
authorized by law.” The attempt o ex-
olude refining from the San Franclsco and
other Mints has proved afailure. The private per-
sons interested in monopolizing this business still
h to accomplish thelr ends, through the bill now
before the Senate Finance Committee, “'revising
the laws relative to the Mints, Assay OmMces, and
Colnage of the United States.” This measure com-
prises 68 ections, some of which greatly modify
®ot only the business of miuling a8 now econ-
ducted, but also the administrative department
of the Mint establishments. We learna that the
United States Assay Office in this city possesses ap-
pliances for refining gold and sliver bullion to any
extent demanded Y trade, and that by the use of
two valuable improvements, introduced by the pre-
sent melter and refiner, which combine the sul-
phuric and pitric acld processes, the operations are
performed gatisfactorily to depositors and economl-
cally to the Government.

Scctlon 47 of the bill proposes, under certain terms
and conditions, that “unparted bulllon may be ex-
changed at any of the respective coinage mints for
fine bars.” Thnis I8 anxiously desired by Interestad
persons in San Franclsco, who have labored for
Years to secure the necessary legislation. Wae re-
commend that the Assay OMce mode of refining
ghould be Introduced into the Miat at San Franclsco,
and that the Government continue to enforce the law
requiring refining to be done by its own oMoers, as a
i)mper protection to miners anid other owners of bul-
jon on the ’acific coast, who protest against making
thia basiness conducive to the establishment of a
monopoly. We find also, from section 25, that,
with sorthe exceptions, ths colnage charge (amount-
ing a8t year to §125,000) 1s to be discontinued. This
would, of course, 1ncrease the amount of bullion
seeking the refinery; bnt in what way, we may in-
quire, would It benefit the public? Gold, whether
coined or uncoined, will obey the inexorable law of
trade, and {ta8 cxportation cannot be prevented by
merely changing its form. We can see no reason
why the colnage of gold by the Government should
not be made to contributé Ita proper share towards
meeting the onerous burdens which the debt of the
country imposes upon us,

It is proposea also In the bill to abolish the oMoe
of Treasurer and transfer his dutlea to the Superin-
tendent. This we regard as ohjectionable, The sys-
tem of checks which the present law secures shounld
be continued, and the only chapge needed in New
York is torelieve the Assistant Treasurer of the
United Btates from acting ex officio asa Treasurer,
bﬁv the appointment of a Separate Treasursr for
the Assay Ulce, The substitution of copper-nickel
for bronze colns we considler unwise, becanse en-
talling a heavy expenditure upon the Mint for thelr
manufacture. The intimationin the report acocom-
mrmﬁ the bill that the measure meets the appro-
val of all the offlicers of the Mint, Assay Office, etc.,
we have reason to know 1s groundless, The gene-
ral feeling of these gentiemen ia decldedly adverse
wmebufmmnnuudwthempmmut.
